Sigerist Traces Social Security 
From Bismarck to Beveridge; 
Praises Canadian Health League 



Sqcial Legislation 
Becomes Urgent 

War Influences 
Security Measures 

"The alternative to effective 
social security legislation is 
social unrest," staled Dr. Henry 
E. Sigesrist, Professor of the 
Histor}' of Medicine at John 
Hopkins University, during a 
lecture' on the subject, "From 
Bismarck to Beveridge," in 
MoVîC Hall on Friday evening. 

"II Is my opinion," lie declared 
lurlhcr, "that the people in the 
United States would not stand an- 
other long depression without re- 
voltins in some way or other. It 
therefore becomes urgent to pass 
social security legislation." 
Security Movements. 

Dr. Sigerist traced some of the 
major security movements inEtirope 
and on this continent. Social secur- 
ity In Organized forms dates back 
many centuries, he pointed out, but 
was not embodied in legislation un> 
til Bismarck got a measure through 
the German Reichstag which he 
had first introduced in the form of 
a bill in -1881. This bill called for 
accident insurance, with the gov- 
ernment, employers and employees 
contributing to a central statc<ad- 
ministered fund. The bill, as pass- 
ed in 1883, also Included sickness 
insurance. 

Dr. Sigerist explained that thu 
first social security legislation w<.i 
enacted by conservatives who wish- 
ed to combat the Socialist move- 
ment. The same thing occurred in 
England when Lloyd George intro- 
duced social security legislation. It 
u'.os designed, he said, to take the 
wind out of labor-socialist 'sails. 
New Impetus Given 

The movement came considerably 
later to this continent, gaining a 
start after the Great War but being 
submersed by the boom cycle. The 
depression brought social security 
to the fora again, and now with, mil-

For Bachelor of Science Degree

Vancouver— (C.U.P.)— A petition 
requesting the establishment of a 
degree of Bachelor of Science is 

being circulated among the pure 
science students on the campus this 
week. 

The petition was started by the 
Chemistry Society and the idea 
quickly spread throughout the de- 
partments of Bacteriology and pre- 
ventive medicine. Biology, Botany, 
Chemistry, Mathematics, Physics 
and Zoology, which come under the 
heading of pure science courses. 

At present students pursuing 
courses In pure science in the fac- 
ulty of Arts and Science feel that 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts does 
not fully represent the training 
which they receive.

courses In Science, when applying 
for positions, have found much dif- 
ficulty in explaining the signifi- 
cance of their degrees. Opinion pre- 
vails that Science at- UBC is re- 
stricted to the faculty of Applied 
Science. 

Students affected by the petition 
are. persons who are honoring or 
taking a double major in any two 
of the departments of pure sciences. 
Former graduates could also be re- 
admitted as Bachelors of Science, 
provided they' have fulfilled the 
requirements, upon payment ■ of 
their graduation fee and surrender 
of their Bachelor of Arts diploma. 

The petition does not request that 
a separate Faculty of Science should 
be established.

Civilized Peoples 
NeedHealthServices 

Cites Medical Advance 
In Russia, 1917-1941 

People in civilized society 
should have all the iicnlth ser- 
vices they need, Dr. Henry E. 
.Sigerist declared at a press con- 
ference Friday. 

Last year, he continued, sick- 
ness in the United States cost 
ten billion dollars, and much ol 
this could have been saved it more 
stress had been placed on preven- 
tive medicine. "If there were health 
insurance a man would not hesi- 
tate to see his doctor when he got 
sick, whereas now he puta it off." 

Dr. Sigerist praised the work oî 
the Health League of Canada, which 
Is a voluntary organization whose 
purpose is solely educational. Health 
education is essential, he rcmrkcd. 
The public must be educated to the 
need of spending more money on 
preventive medicitic, or the preven- 
tion of sickness. In order to save 
money later, he said. 
'-Dr. Sigerist travelled widely in 
Europe, studying medical history, 
practice, .and state medicine.'- His 
studies, took him to Russia in 1035, 
1937 and 1B38, and he published a 
book on social medicine in that 
country. 

**Wc could learn a great deal 
from social medicine and social 
security in Russia," he declared. 
'The advance of medicine in Russia 
is simply incredible," he continued, 
citing examples of the tremendous 
progress made during the last twen- 
ty years. From 1917 to 1941 the 
number of physicians and surgeons 
in Russia increased from 20,000 to 
140,000, and there are medical 
centres, health resorts and nurses, 
spread all over the country, which 
contains a population numbering 
one-sixth of ^the inhabitants of the 
earth and 160 nationalities, he said. 

He remarked on the wonderful 
medical treatment the Russian sol- 
diers were receiving, saying, 
"Seventy-three per cent, of all 
those wounded are restored to the 
fighting lines. Also, the mortality 
rate amongst those wounded and 
taken to hospitals, is only IH per 
cent, whereas in the last war It was 
15 per cent, or even more." 

He observed that in the practice 
of medicine the Russians have ima 
gination and courage. In this con 
ncction he referred to the amazing 
technique they had developed in 
the transplantation of nerves, taken 
from cadavers. He said that he him- 
self had seen them perform an 
operation to restore eyesight, by 
transplanting the cornea of an eye 
from a dead person to a living 
patient. American doctors found

Long Lectures 
To Engineers 

Bell Co. Historian . 
Will Demonstrate 
Mirrophone Recorder 

Tom^TOW^fternoon Mr. G. L. 
Long, Historian of the Bell Tele- 
phone Company, will address, mem- 
bers of the Engineering Under- 
graduate Society and ihe CAUC in 
Moyse Hall at 4:30 pjn, 'The title of 
the lecture-demonstration Will be 
Your 'Voice AS Others Hear it", 
and will deal with the problems 
of proper speech and with the 
transmission and reproduction of in' 
telligibie speech. 

Mr. Long will supplement his Icc' 
ture by the demonstration of the 
Mirrophone, an instrument which 
is used to train telephone person 
ncl and also members of the ser- 
vices to speak clearly, intelligibly 
and pleasantly.* I'he mirrophone 
according to advance Information, 
is an instrument which makes a 
recording of a speaker's voice and 
reproduces it immediately after- 
wards.. Thus a speaker. may hear 
his own voice, just as he would 
look at his face in a mirror. The 
recording is made on an endless 
vicalloy metallc tape by forming a 
magnetic pattern on the tape. The 
recording may then be 'erased' by 
demagnetizing and the metallic 
tape used over , again. 

At the end of the lecture as many 
as possible of those present will be 
able to record their own voice and 
then listen to it "as osiers hear it". 

The lecture is Intended to explain 
the necessity of clear speech and 
will describe . the production of 
spe<ich and the problems of trans- 
mitting it with clarity and without 
distortion. 

Mr. Long has been connected 
with the telephone business for 
eighteen years and has worked as 
an btstructor of telephone work- 
ers. For the past seven years, he 
has been the historian of the Bell 
Telephone Co. and has been in 
charge of the Telephone Museum 
and Historical Collection at Mont- 
real, He has intimate knowledge 
of the development of the telephone 
and of modern telephone research. 

The lecture,» arranged by the 
Electrical Club, is under the aus- 
pices of the Engineering Under- 
graduate Society. Regular -lecttires

The plaque will be accepted by 
Principal F. Cyril James. The rfi- 
llgious part of the ceremony will 
be conducted by Reverend Elton 
Scott,' "-Professor - of. Divinity at 
Bishop's University;,! who was 
member of the Battery in France. 
The plaque has been designed by 
Mr. Harold Little of the firm of 
Luke and Little, who was the Bat- 
tery sergeant major. ~ 

This Battery was recruited in the 
Spring of 1916 at McGill Univer- 
sity. Its first major was W. D. Tait, 
now Professor of Psychology at the 
University; the second in command 
was Cyrus Macmillan. now Dean of 
the faculty of Arts and Science. 
The Battery undertook its prelimi 
nary training in Canada and pro- 
ceeded to England in September. 
1016, went to France in March, 1917. 
shortly before the battle of Vimy

The Women's Union comprises the wo- 
men undergraduates in the various facul- 
ties, who may vote in the approaching 
election for its president and secretary, as 
well as for the president of the Students' 
Society. Each member of the Women's 
Union has a direct responsibility in filling 
these positions. Whom they elect to the 
office of President of the Women's Union 
remains to be seen. If is of primary im- 
portance thai this position be clearly de- 
fined. 

There are many aspects to the duties 

of tlie president of the Women's Union. She 
automatically becomes a member of the 
Students' Executive Council during her 
term of office— July 1 to June 30 of the 
following year. As such, she has a voice 
and vote on all matters of student govern- 
ment, as well as speaking for her own or- 
ganization when occasion arises. She re- 
présenta the women students on the cam- 
pus, at University functions, and to outside 
organizations. She may be called to act on 
other executives. She conducts general 
meetings of the Women's Union and pre- 
sides at Round Table Conferences as well 
as at frequent meetings of the executive. 

With a large membership and only two 
general meetings a year, much of the ac- 
tive business of the Women's Union is car- 
ried on by the five members of the execu- 
tive. The Round Table Conference group, 
however, consisting of the presidents of 
R.V.C. clubs and societies, class executives 
and Chairman of special committees func- 
tons as an intermediate link between the 
executive and the constituent membership 
of the Women's Union. The president 
ishould see cleariy the function of tlie 
Hound Table Conference group, in coor- 
dinating the activities of the various 
classes, clubs, societies and committees, as 
well as making valuable recommendations 
and giving constructive criticism in general 
matters of program ond policy.

AT THE PALACE 
"Girl Crazy" with Mickey' Rooney and Judy 
Garland la a grand mixture of Rooney's antics, 
Garland's singing and tho music of George and 
Ira Gershwin. However, M.G.M.'s attempt to 
wea\-c a plot around this musical is rather 
poor, and it Is clear that these screen veterans 
worked very hard to maintain the continuity 
and hold the threads of the story together. 

The most pleasing note of the vehicle Is the 
music of Tommy Dorsey and his orchestra. Hi^ 
arrangements of the lovable Gershwin melo- 
dies are done in excellent style. The addition 
of a violin section to his aggregation has done 
much to produce the smooth, rhythmic tones 
that characterize such numbers as Embrsceable 
You", "I Got Rhythm", and many others. 

Hie chorus finale was, by far, the beat 
routine in the entire production, but did not 
measure up to the usual M.G.M. standards. It 
h evident that the war ban on expensive stage 
sets has caused a decided fall In the quality of 
musical produetionÉ such as this.

An overabundance of war pictures has made 
the average movlc-goer more than a little wary 
of such movies as "Guadalcanal Diary". Too 
often the picture loses all reality and human 
interest and becomes one mass of gun-fire and 
suffering. Not so "Guadalcanal Diary". The 
story of the Marine Corps drive on Guadalcanal, 
the picture presents simply and humanly the 
thoughts and actions of men who arc seeing 
real battle for the first time. Their indomin* 
atablc courage and humour is presented in its 
true light, without the overdramatie wenes so 
frequently used in war movies. 

Preston Foster and Lloyd Nolan, as com- 
mander and padre, are excellent. Anthony 
Qulnn, as the Bronx soldier, interested in the 
Big League games and all Uiings Anierlcan, is 
Intensely human, without overplaying his role. 
An all-male cast of men who behave as the 
average man would behave in a similar situa- 
tion provides real interest and pojslbly the best 
picture to come from Hollywood on the present 
war. 

The added attraction "Sing a Jingle" is the 
usual weak musical, but good entertainment. 
Alan Jones stars, with June Vincent' playing 
opposite.

AT THE PRINCESS 
The originator of "I dood it" is brought to 
the screen this weeic in his most ehterUining 
role to date, as the Princess Theatre features 
"Whistling in Brooklyn." Cast as 'a ' one-man 
version of radio's "Crime-buslers", Red Skelton 
gets into more trouble than a fish out of water. 
Ready to take a few weeks off to get married 
and go on a honeymoon with Ann Rutherford, 
Skelton suddenly finds himself suspected of be- 
ing a five-time killer by the police, due to the 
enterprise of his "thoughtful" aide-de-camp, 
Rags Ragland, who wants to create publicity 
for him. The ensuing scenes as the lawmen 
chaso the trio, who are already being hunted 
by the real gangsters, fully develop all the 
possibilities for a really humorous picture. 
When Skelton dons an eight-Inch beard to 
pitch against the Brooklyn Dodgers in Ebbetts 
field, with police and hoodlums all around, it 
Is' sufficient to iiU the most sombresome with 
laughter. 

The added attraction, Dr. Gillespie's Crim- 
inal Cue, brings Lionel Barrymore to the 
screen once again in the role which he has 
made so famous. This time he l^aa to prescribe 
cures for at many situations as could possibly 
be squeezed' Into a performance of eighty min- 
utes. First there is the Insane man who is in 
prison for murder, and his girl friend who 
must be cured of her love for him. A victim of 
Pearl Harbor must be adjusted psychologically 
so that he may be able to use the artificial legs 
which he must wear for the rest of his life.

Music Notes 



THE MONTREAL FESTIVALS 
On Friday cvcnlhg last at tho Windsor 
Hotel, the McGill String Quartet presented, 
with several assisting artists, a program of 
seldom-heard Mozart oddments which was ex- 
ceptionally well done and provided an even- 
ing's entertainment both interesting and en- 
joyable in the extreme. Perhaps awed by the 
prolific sensitive genius of the composer, one 
felt that events such as this are uU too infre- 
quent in our musical life. 

Tht program began with the Oboe Quartet 
In F major (K3T0), played by Real Gagnicr at 
the oboe with Alexander Brott, violin, Edwin 
Shcrrard, viola, and Charles Hardy, bass. Mr. 
Gagnler's playing was technically excellent and 
tonally very good, yet occasionally it missed 
the clean accuracy of the composer's Intent. 
Mr. Brott led a steady and sure accompani- 
ment, and tho blending of the four instruments 
was almost unimpeachable throughout; the 
third movement especially was a minor gem. 

There followed the Duo for Violin and 
Viola in G mojor, which Mr. Brott and Mr. 
Sherrard made into the feature of the even- 
ing's program. Its musical taste 'was beyond 
criticism, and lis technical execution decried 
fault-finding. Mr. Brott proved himself a first- 
class violinist, and Mr. Sherrard was rarely 
less competent; their final monament was in- 
credibly delightful. 

To close, there was offered the Horn Sextét 
In F major (K522), with Guillaume Gagnler 
and P. C. Romano at the French horns, Mr. 
Brott and Miss Mildred Goodman at the violins, 
Mr. Sherrard and Mr. Hardy. Subtitled "A 
musical joke," this Is a ridiculous sequence of 
prankish liberties taken with the composer's 
Iron-bound contemporary style, and aside from 
very excellent playing surprised the audience 
into not a few Twentieth-Century chuckles'. 
The entire ensemble played delightfully, nota- 
bly Mr. Hardy (who seemed to be enjoying 
himself hugely), Mr. Brott, and Messrs. Gag- 
nler and Romano. The finale had such an effect 
on the audience that they sat eagerly and 
appreciatively while the group returned, sat 
down, and played it again.

Sir,— On January 27th the address 
from the Throne obviously indi- 
cated that, although our war effort 
was to be maintained at the neces- 
sary high level, the certainty of 
victory was making men's minds 
turn to the very^ difficult problem 
of post-war reconstruction. 

It Is apparent that the various 
parties are all likely to urge re- 
form and indeed the speech from 
the Throne contains so many 
worthy suggestions that it is cer- 
tainly going to require much cere- 
bral activity and good wili to en- 
act the proposed legislation. 

However, there is one obvious 
and almost perennial reform which 
is omitted. Of course, it is the 
Senate, with its membership of 96 
(and 14 vacancies) to which I re- 
fer. Theoretically this Is such a 
useful chamber and practically it 
seems to amount to almost a club 
of which (he vast majority might 
unkindly be referred to as super- 
annuated, segregated, sleepy sep- 
tuagenarians. 

The point I wish to make Is, have 
we not arrived at a sufficiently en- 
lightened stage of social develop- 
ment to remove these appointments 
from the political field and divide 
them between the universities 
learned professions, and various 
deserving business and labour or- 
ganizations? Their proper alloca- 
tion and method of election might 
require a Royal Commission and 
this is obviously not the place to 
suggest details. But surely it is a 
reform which might effect all re- 
forms, if a non-political represen- 
tative group of experts were on 
hand In Ottawa to go into confer- 
ence when necessary without fear 
or prejudice.

original version. "Dido and Aeneas" 
is too perfect in its simplicity to be 
tampered with in this way without 
damaging It Irreparably ' 

However, this Is no excuse what- 
soever for damning the work as 
uninteresting; and above - all, the 
statement that It lacks melody Is al- 
together ridiculous — an opera, and 
In the madrigal tradition at lhati I 
suggest that the reviewer go to a 
music shop and listen to a record- 
ing on the "When I Am Laid In 
Earth", Dido's last song, and ono of 
the greatest soprano solos ever 
written, before he dismisses Pur- 
cell merely on the grounds of hisj 
not having been as popular as 
Handel

Dear Sir. 

Although the publication of scien- 
tific articles by Tbe Daily Is com- 
mendable, a little more accuracy 
would be appreciated. I refer to 
the latest of the astronomical ser- 
ies, the article on Mercury and 
Venus. 

To begin with, it was Venus and 
not Mercury that was known as 
Hesperus (note spelling) and Phos- 
phorus to the Greeks. The chief 
error, however was the description 
of Venerian atmospheric and plan- 
etary conditions. Tho theory that 
Venus Is a primeval world, covered 
by great seas, with conditions ap- 
proximating those of the Earth dur- 
ing the Carboniferous and Permian 
periods, has never been supported 
by many astronomers, and has re- 
cently been disproved entirely. 

The Venerian clouds, that per- 
petually shroud Venus and give the 
planet such a high albedo have re- 
cently been Investigated spectro- 
scoplcally. This work revealed that 
the atmosphere of Venus contained 
immense quantities of carbon di- 
oxide, in fact, so much carbon di- 
oxide, that to duplicate the spec- 
trum lines in the laboratory, a forty

Pre-meds Hear 
Dr. Prados 



Underestimation 
Of Human Mind 
Deplored 

The medical student of today is 
studying the human body by a de- 
structive method," stressed Dr. 
Prados to the Pre-Meds last week. 
"For the first three years of medi- 
cine the human body that the 'stu- 
dent is studying is the dead body 
and in breaking it up, he forgets 
the human being as a unit; he for- 
gets the human being that suffers; 
he forgets the human being in the 
important emotional aspect." 

Dr. Prados stated that the medical 
student had to rediscover the fact 
that the human mind suffers as well 
as the human body and that most 
diseases can be directly traced to 
the suffering of the human mind. ' 

Science is not enough for the pre- 
medical and the medical student to 
study. He must have an under- 
standing of human nature. For sci- 
ence increases the comforts of life 
but docs not necessarily add to hu- 
man happiness— the main goal of 
life. "The main duty of the doc- 
tor," concluded Dr. Prados, "is to 
relieve the mental stress of the pa- 
tient and to make him not only a 
healthier man physically, but a 
more enlightened and a happier 
man mentally."

equal strength could be obtained. 
Such a quantity of carbon dioxide 
exists on Venus, that if it were on 
the Earth, it would cover the Earth 
to a depth of two miles at sea level 
density; and that is a lot of carbon 
dioxide. 

No water vapour or oxygen was 
detected even though the Doppler 
shift was appliedilniaddillon to the 
usual procedure of negating the ef- 
fect of the Earth's atmosphere by 
first obtaining the spectrum of the 
light reflected by the Moon which 
has no atmosphere, and comparing 
the resulting spectrum .with that of 
Venus or any other planet. The 
application of these methods would 
detect 1-lOOOth of the amount pres- 
ent in the Earth's atmosphere. We 
can thus rule out any oxygen or 
tropical humidity in the Venerian 
atmosphere, and any conditions 
even faintly approaching those of 
the Earth during the Carboniferous 
or Permian periods. 

What happened to Venus is ap- 
parently this. As the planet cooled 
from the incandescent state, the 
crust began to form Oxygen, one 
of the most active elements com- 
bined with the metals to form 
metallic oxides, or with carbon and 
hydrogen to form water and car- 
bon dioxide. No inorganic process 
of planetary formation would keep 
this active clement free. Venus in 
the early stages thus had small 
lakes, and an atmosphere of water 
vapour, carbon dioxide and inert 
gases.: 

Plants, can by photosynthesis, 
convert carbon dioxide and water 
to organic compounds and oxygen. 
Ultra-violet light can do: the same 
slowly, converting carbon dioxide 
and water to formaldehyde and 
oxygen. However, If the oxygen 
thus formed combines with the 
rocks, the reaction becomes irrc- 
versble. Moreover, HCHO forms a 
polymer polyoxymcthylenc, which 
would slow reversion of the reac- 
tion. • --■ • 

In the case of Venus,* a ; planet 
close to' the «un, where ultra-violet 
light Is intense, and containing im- 
mense quantities of carbon dioxide 
in its atmosphere, this reaction 
would go to completion in a com- 
paratively 'short ' geological time. 
That is, the oxygen would combine 
firmly with the rocks, and the water 
be used up to form formaldehyde, 
leaving the planet dry, dead, with 
an atmosphere of carbon dioxide 
and inert gases, and clouds of white 
polyoxymethelene dust.

He continued, "The Russians have 
cut down the mortality rate by 
about 20 per cent, in abdominal 
operations that needed suturing, by 
developing a method of feeding the 
patient a mixture of eggs, milk, 
alcohol,, etc -through a tube while 
the operation -was being performed." 
It had been found that this feeding 
enabled the patient to withstand the 
shock of the operation much better, 
he- said. 

Dr. Sigerist told the press that 
there was now an American Soviet 
Medical Society for the exchange 
of Information between the two 
countries. "Important articles from 
Russian medical, journals arc trans- 
lated Into English so that our doc 
tors may be informed of what the 
Russians are doing, and vice versa. 
Also, many medical books are ex 
changed through the medium of 
this society." 

Asked to comment about penicil 
lln, Dr. Sigerist stated that although 
it was a great addjtlon to the field 
of medicine It was not a curc-aU. 
"There arç some foolish people who 
believe that' penicillin and the 
sulpha drugs wll cure everything, 
This is a mistake," he- said. 

Friday Dr. Sigerist lectured to 
the medical students and faculty 
at the University of Montreal. He 
also lectured In Moyse Hall, under 
the auspices of thé Mcdico-Chlrur 
gical Society of Montreal, on the 
subject, From Bismark to Beve< 
ridge: Developments in Social 
Security Legislation. 

He will be the guest of local 
medical societies at luncheons and 
dinners, and was received by the 
Mayor of Montreal Saturday. 
He will speak in French in the au- 
ditorium of' the Botanical Gardens 
today on the subject. Problems of 
Social Medièine. Dr. Adelard 
Groulx. head of the municipal 
health department, has invited all 
local physicians, and members of 
the city council, as well as mem- 
bers of federal and provincial 
health staffs, to attend this lecture.

war industries, social security meas- 
tues were given an impetus by 
those who -wanted to know what 
was to become of them in society 
after the war.
